Enclosure (A)) was five stories high and constructed 
of briolc. Its approximate dimensions were 60m x 30m. The first and second 
stories were used for stockpiling and shipping-receiving space. The third 
and fourth stories wore used as sewing shops (sewing sweater parts). The 
fifth story was used for stockpiling. The mill manufactured woolen sweaters, 
cotton window curtains, woolen kerchiefs, woolen gloves and childrens’ winter 
underwear.
